WASHINGTON, April 21 1IHT). 
Declines in gasoline and food 
prices held the increase in the 
consumer price index to 0.2 per 
cent last month, the Labor De- 
partment reported today. 

Combined with the 0.1-per-cent 
rise in February and the 0.4-per< 
cent rise in January, last month's 
resulted in the lowest 
quarterly increase in inflation 
since June, 1972, 

While the drop in the inflation 
rate has exceeded even the most 
optimistic forecasts, Ford admin- 
istration economists have warned 
that it would probably not be 
sustained. 


Maynard Comiez, acting chief 
economist for the Commerce De- 
partment, ‘sald, “I don't expect 
to see 8, sharp re-acceleration in 
prices but I do think we might 
see some increases larger than 
we have been getting.” 

First 3 Months 

“The rate of inflation during the 
first three months of this year, 
projected and adjusted. gave an 
annual rate of 2.9 per cent. com- 
pared to an annual rate of more 
than 7 per cent last year. 

‘Last month gasoline prices fell 
13 per cent instead of rising as 
they usually do, Grocery prices 
fell .13 per cent during the 
month led by a 45-per-cent 
decline in beef prices. 

These declines offset a 0.3-per 
cent increase for nonfood com- 
modities and a 0.7-per-cent in- 
crease in the price of services. 
‘The cost of services has been ris- 
ing faster than any other part 


" ef the consumer price index. 


The continued increase in ser- 
vices has been fueled by medical 
fees, which increased 1 per cent 
last month and 33" per cent for 
the quarter, and transportation

‘The declines in gasoline and 
food prices are ‘not expected to 
continue much beyond midyear. 
The Agriculture Department has 
reported that the beef prices havé 
begun to climb and several gaso- 
ime companies have announced 
increases in gasoline. 

‘The consumer price index 
reached. 167.5. Jest month, an in- 
crease of 61.1 per cent over March 
of last year. Bit it was the lowest 
12-month increase since July, 
1978. The figure means that it 
took $167.50 to buy the same 
goods and services that cost $100 
in 1967. 

The average nationul price for 
regular gasoline declined to 56.9 
cents 8 gallon, while the price 
for premium gasoline fell to 61.7 
cents a gallon. Unleaded reguler 
gasoline was at 59.4 cents a gal- 
lon. 

Fuel oil and coal prices fell 
slightly after seasonal adjust- 
ment. Closing prices were un- 
changed. : 


Prices declined: for pork, poul- 
txy, fresh vegetables, dairy prod- 
ucts, cereal and bakery prod- 
ucts, sugar and processed 
fruits and vegetables. Fresh 
fruit prices, however, increased 
along with coffee. 

The cost of restaurant meals 
and snacks went up 05 per cent 
‘last month compared with 0.6- 
per-cent gains in February and 
January. 

After seasonal adjustment, week- 
ly earnings declined 0.6 per cent 
because of a decline in the length 
of the average work week, the 
Labor Department said. 

“Real” spendable earnings, or 
weekly pay adjusted for boosts in 
prices and taxes, declined 0.7 per 
cent lest month.

Maoist Influence 
Pervades Move

ADDIS ABABA, April 21 (WP, 
—Ethiopia’s military government 
took another sharp move to the 
left today with the formal adop- 
tien of “scientific socialism” and 
a distinctly Maoist-tinted ideol- 
ogy for its two-year-old revolu- 
tion. 

The military sel forth a formal 
program for what it called the 
“Ethiopian National Democratic 
Revolution” and said that its 
main aims were to complete the 
elimination of “feudalism, bi 
reaucratic capitalism and impe- 
rialism". from the country and 
to prepare for the establishment 
of a “people's democratic re- 
public.” 

The regime also announced the 
creation of a “People’s Organiz- 
ing Provisional Office." a kind of 
political bureau, with a 15-mem- 
ber commission to carry out the 
revolution’s goals, 

Among other things, the pro- 
gram authorizes the formation of 
an unlimited number of political 
parties by “all anti-feudal and 
anti- imperialist forces” and 
comes out strougiy for “unre- 
stricted democratic rights.” in- 
cluding freedom of the press and 
speech and the right to hold 
peaceful demonstrations. 

“Political Awarencss’ 

“Only through the exercise of 
unrestricted democratic rights 
can the broad masses be educated 
and organized in order to gain 
political awareness and acquire 
all the necessary Weapons to carry 
the revolution forward,” the pro- 
gram states. 

Heralding the advent of the 
sew democratic revolution, the 
first vice-chairman of the ruling 
Provisional Military Council, Maj. 
Mengistu Haile Marian, last night 
in his first formal address to the 
nation declared over radio wand. 
television that Ethiopia was 
adopting scientific socialism and 
would apply it to the conditions 
prevailing in the country. 

He called for the immediace 
creation of a “national revolu- 
tionary front” to lead the con- 
tinuing struggle against the “an- 
tirevolutionary currents” in 
Ethiopian society but stressed 
that the ultimate objective was 
to establish a “party of the 
working class in fine with scien- 
tifie socialism.” 

Bis speech was peppered with 
Marxist-Leninist and Maolst ter- 
minology. Observers saw this as 
a clear signa] of the sharp new 
turn toward orthodox Marxism, 
particularly Maoism, that Ethio- 
pia's revolution is taking. 

The fact that Maj. Mengistu 
made the announcement of the 
new democratic revolution rather 
then Brig. Gen. Teferi Bante, the 
counci?’s chairman, also seemed 
to confirm his re-emergence 2s 
the revolution’s strongman, 

Chief Bival 

For months, both he and his 
chief rival, Lt. Col. Atnafu Abate, 
the council's second vice-chair- 
man, had dropped from public 
view, and there were even reports 
they had heen stripped of much 
of their power. Maj. Mengistu 
now seems to have eclipsed Col. 
Atnafu. 

Observers here interpreted the 
choice of terminology and the 
general approach to revolution in 
both Maj.

Israel Reveals Its Jets Shot Down

‘We Communists have never shown 
impatience about this," he said. 

Mr. Cunhal warned that a shift 
to the right m the voting would 
lesd to national instability and 
urged the Socialists to publiciy 
withdraw from their stance of 
reflecting the possibility of a co- 
alition, The Socialists have said 
they would govern alone or move 
into the opposition. 

“If they want to govern, they 
must do it with another party 


and we lament that the Socialist 
party has not defined which one,” 
Mr, Cunhal said. 

Mr, Cunbkel expressed doubts 
that Sunday's - parliamentary 
election would provide peace and 
Stability. 

When asked if he feared ἃ 
military coup, he said, “There 
are many elements who will not 
recoll before illegal processes to 
attack the deep gains of the 
revolution.” 

“Many persons have doubts* 
about future -stability, he said. 
“No one with an objective view 
can say with certainty thet there 
will be stability.” 

Mr, Cunkal insisted, however, 
that the Communist party want- 
ed to stabilize democracy in 
Portugal.

3,000 to 4,000 Syrian Troops

By U.S. as Genetic Insurance

FORT COLLINS. Colo. April 21 
(WP 1.—Aabout $0,000 cans of plant 
seeds have been, placed in cold 
storage here since 1958 in what 
some scientists believe is man's 
most far-sighted attempt to pro- 
vide insurance against some 
future genetic catastrophe that 
‘could destroy craps on 2 major 
scale. 

‘The seeds, housed in the stone 
and cement building of the Na- 
tional Seed Storage Laboratory, 
come from virtually every plant 
species in the world. 

heir presence here signifies 
growing concern in agricultural 
circles that the spread of new. 
high-yielding but posstbly vulner- 
able bybrid plant varieties could 
soon pose perils to the world's 
food supply. 

The fear 15 that as the new 
“miracle” seeds supplant the ones 
that have been used by farmers 
on every continent for centuries, 
the hardy ancient types will be 
discarded and the special proper- 
ties of their genes and chromo- 
wonies will be lost. 

Diverse Source ᾿ 

Dorris Clark, a botanist at the 
Agriculture Department’s Seed 
Bank here, said the growing na- 
tional collection is aimed at pre- 
serving endangered species as well 
as furnishing plant breeders with 
a rich and diverse source of 
genetic material trom which to 
develop new Kinds of disease- 
sesistant plants. 

Most scientists believe that the 
danger of an entire grain crop 
being wiped out because of the 
loss of some vital property is still 
remote. But s number of them

Siegfried 
Matthus, whose debi to Pen-~ 
derecki one hears. has now under- 
faken to commemorate the de~ 
struction of Dresden on Feb, 13, 
1945. 


Matthus, composing for an 
enormous (and expensive: per- 
forming apparatus—five vocal 
soloists, double chorus. children’s 
chorus, plus augmented orches- 
tra—has chosen his text from 
many sources, ranging in time 
from Lao-tze and Sophocles to 
Hitler, Guillén and Neruda, not 
to mention witnesses to the ca- 
tastrophe from both wartime 
sides. One cringes to read a 
paean to “the instinct of the 
hunter” by a participant in the 
German bombing of Guernica, 2 
Participant who subsequently, as 
Gen, Trettner, became the West 
German Air Force's chief of 
staif. 


Siegfried Matthus does not 
Spare his audience. literarily or 
Musically; several members, who 
obviously found it too formidable, 
quietly exited. Matthus shows 
awareness and mastery of the 
most advanced musical tech- 
niques, and he delineates his apoc- 
alypse with bold. broad strokes. 
He has. most important of all, 
produced @ big work which ut- 
terly transcends national, eth- 
nic, and political boundaries. 
Wolf-Dieter Hauschild and the 
huge forces he conducted per- 
formed it with impressive distinc- 
tion.

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Two Elections 


This summer, as the U.S. election campaign. 
gathers momentum, fhe Communists may 
very well emerge 85 the dominant party in 
the Italah government. For the first time 
in a generation. the presidential candidates 
in the United States will be confronted by 
2 fundamentally new challenge to U.5. policy 
toward Western Europe. It is the kind of 
large question that voters can reasonably 
use as a litmus test of candidates’ good sense 
and their grasp of the job ahead. The rise 
of Communists to office in a major nation 
ef Western Europe is obviously unwelcome. 
How ought the United States respond? 

Three prominent Democrats—George W. 
Ball, Paul C. Warnke and Zbigniew Brzezinski 
Offered an answer last week when they ap- 
peared here before the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors. Shortly afterward Sectre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger came before 
the same meeting to give quite 4 differént 
view. The three Democrats generaliy agreed 
that the United States could not do much 
about events in Italy over the short term. 
Rather than squandering American influence 
en foredoomed attempts to tamper with in- 
ternal Italian politics now. they suggested. 
it would be wiser to reserve judgment and 
conserve influence until later 

oe ® ᾿ 

Mr. Kissinger. for his part, was unrepen- 
tant for his earlier characterization of a gdév- 
ernment Including Communists as “unaccep- 
table.” If Italy votes the Communists into 
office, he said, “we will have to deal with 
that reality.” But as secretary of state, he- 
argued, he has an obligation to make every- 
one understand the consequences of their 
choices—“even if we cannot necessarily in- 


fluence them.” In considering Mr. Kissinger's . 


position, it is useful to keep in mind that, 
whenever he takes up this subject, he is” 
addressing three quite different audiences. 

One audience is the U.S. public. The in- 
elination in this country at the moment is 
to leave the Italians’ troubles to the Italians. 
But it would be highly incautious to assume 
that this air of cool detachment would neces- 
sary survive a dramatic surge to the left 
im Kurope. A second audience is the Italian 
voters. A great many of them are genuinely 
reluctant to cast off their longstanding ties 
to the United States. If Mr. Kissinger were 
now to soften his language regarding Com- 
munists in office, it might be interpreted in 
italy as a sign that he was reconciled to 
them. That, in turn, would strengthen the 
Communists and make.more Ikely the out- 
eome that the administration most wishes 
to avoid. 

Mr. Kissinger also has a third audience in 
mind: the other Western Europeans. Particu-- 
larly during the Vietnam war, Europeans 
were full of high-minded advice to this coun- 
wy regarding its foreign policy. There is a 
tendency now in Washington to suggest to 
the Europeans that the Italian affair 1s, 
after all, primarily 2 matter for European 
initiative. The other European nations are 
eloser to Rome than the United States, they 


are more intimately joined by their cérmon 


institutions and, hardly léast ifaportant, they 
will be far more severely affected by the 
outcome. Whoever the winners may be in 
the U.S. election, the Ust is not likely to in- 
clude the Communists. That cannet be said 


with any assurance ΟΣ the next French elec- ~~ 


tion. But with the notabie exception. of the 
West Germans, the Europeans d6 not seem 


to bé taking any very active intérest in Ital- 0 


jan events. Perhaps it ts the ταδὶ of ἃ 
long tradition of leaving these things to the 
United States, Mr. Kissinger is trying to stir 
them into considering at least their own im- 
mediate interests. - 

Butethe paralysis in Italian politics has 
Teached a point at which it is hard to see 
any very promising opportunity for inter- 
national support of the present crumbling 
government. When the Portuguese Com- 


munists. under wunreconstructed Stalinist 


leadership, tried to seize power last year, 
other Western Europeans intervened skill- 
fuliy and successfully. The democratic left 
throughout the continent came immediately 
to the afd of Marlo Scares-and the Portu- 
guese Socialists. The peculiarly unfortunate 
thing about Italian political life is that it 
‘contains nothing similar ta the Portuguese 
Socislists. Over the years the Italian Social- 
ists and Social Democrats have been reduced 
to mere satellites of the Christian Democrats. 
The Communists are gaining strength only 
because the whole center-left is collapsing. 

Mr. Eissinger’s voice frequéntiy ‘slips into 
a minor key in which He compares the rigors 
of public responsibility to the carefrée style 
of all his critics—Democrats ovt of office, 
academics, newspaper writers and the other 
assorted kibitzers. But his exchange with 
the three Democrats the other day was an 
enlightening and useful one. It also UWlus-. 
trated an interesting reversal of roles.

Mr. Ball, Mr. Brzezinski and Mr. Warnke 
all belong to a generation that designed and 
Tan an intensely activist forelgn policy. The 
Tule was to assert an extremely broad re- 
sponsibility and intervene almost everywheré.

The Common Mar- 
ket countries‘together are now-nearly as rich 
as the United States, and they are under- 
standably hostile to foreign pressure. The 
United States can no longer act for them. 
But neither can it ignore changes of the 
magnitude tat now seem to be taking shape. 

The U.S. presidential candidates world 
evidently prefer to treat foreign policy as a 
secondary matter in the coming campaign. 
But if Italy goes ahead with a June election, 
they may not have that Inxury.

By this time there can hardly be any doubt 
that India’s Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
has embarked upon a major peace drive, an 
effort to improve her country’s relations with 
all the significant nations whose ties with 
India have been scarred by major tensions 
in recent years. : 

Tt is most unlikely that mere coincidenc:

Colombia’s Election 


President Alfonso Lopez Michelsen's gov- 
ernment cannot be entirely happy with the 
results of Colombia's midterm elections; but 
at least the widely anticipated gains for the 
parties of the far left failed to materialize. 
The three biggest left-wing parties appear to 
have polled together less than 7 per cent of 
the total vote: and two Communist factions, 
which had expected to Increase thelr repre- 
sentation on the Bogota City Council, barely 
retalned the two seats they had previously 
held.

Doctrine No Longer Applies 
He considers that the basie Keynesian doctrine 
of “demand management” is no longer satisfac- 
tory for dealing with stagflation. The Keynesian 
formula called for increasing total demand for 
goods and services when there was high unen- 
ployment and for cutting totel demand when 


there was inflation. 


‘These increases or decreases in total demand 
could be affected by changing the level of gov- 
ernment spending or the rate of taxation, to- 
gether with changes in the degree of monetary 
stimulus or restraint provided by the monetary 


authorities, 


The new conditions of the 1970s, according to 
Mr. McMullen, cal) for greater focus on the sup- 
ply side—to increase the availability of resources 
and the factors of production, However, neither

NYSE Pressed to Boost Role 
Of Firms’ Outside Directors

WASHINGTON, April 21 
(NYT).—The Securities and Ex- 
change Commission is urging the 
New York Stock Exchange to 
adopt roles requiring companies 
to submit to greater supervision 
by independent directors as 8 
condition of listing their secu- 
ities, 

Roderick Hills, the SEC chair- 
man, toki a public citizens’ forum 
sponsored by Ralph Nader here 
yesterday that he considered it 
“quite probable” the exchange 
would take such action. 

Mr, Hills disclosed his discus~ 
sions with the Big Board in 
presenting alternatives to more 
radical steps to insure the in- 
tegrity of American business 
enterprise, 

His remarks dealt mainly with 
questionable foreign payments but 
he was referring to other manage- 
ment problems as well. 

Among other solutions propos-

mittee of three to five directors 
not a part of management, 

An exchange spokesman said

“This question as I see it is 
whether the efficacy of our s¥s~ 
tem of self-regulation can sur- 
vive,” Mr. Hills declared. 

Be added that the commission 
would seek to set rules itself if 
the nation's stock exchanges did 
not act to review audit procedures 
and to remove conflicts of in- 
terest or a ‘“Jullabye effect” 
that he said often occurred when, 
for example, a company's secu- 


rities lawyer or investment 
banker served as an “outside” 
director. 


_ Mr. Hills also said the com~ 
mission was drafting a biJ] that 
would provide stiffer penalties, in- 
chiding jail terms, for those who 
permit false company records to 
be kept. 

On the question of foreign 
payments. Mr. Hills said that the 
federal government must use its 
economic power to prevent for- 
eign rivals from taking business 
away from American companies 
vith bribes.

At the Moment—and in swim- 
ming momentous changes occur 
abnost weekly—East Germans 
hold 12 of 15 women’s world 
records. Jenny Turrell of Aus. 
traliz owns @ 13th, which leaves 
just two for the United States, 
Shirley Bagashoff's marks in the 
200 and 400-meter freestyle events. 

“If this were a paper mect, 
then it’s over before we start.” 
said Jack Nelson, coach of the 
US. Olympic women’s team. But 
competition will decide. not on 
paper. With a lot of praying and 
ἃ positive mental attitude, we 
shall overcome.” 

What Nelson fears more than 
the East Germans Is that uniquely 
US. disease, trialitis. Some Amer-~ 
icans put everything into the ex- 
tremely competitive trials. then 
are content with the title of 
Olympian.
